The Montgomery County Committee 
of the National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association held its fifth annual 
convention on April Ilril, at the College 
Club, Thirteenth and Spruce streets. 
Philadelphia. After the singing of 
"America'' and prayer by the Rev. 
Frank M. Cray, of Narberth. l'a.. the 
business session began. 

After the usual routine business was 
completed. Mrs. A. M. Snyder, of Ard- 
more, Leader for the County, gave us 
a most interesting review of the Na- 
tional Convention held the week prior in 
St. Louis, Mo. 

Election of oflicers for t bo next year 
resulted in the following: Leader, Mrs. 
Charles W. Voting. Narberth; Vice- 
Leader. Mrs. C. S. Chillis. North Wales: 
Recording Secretary, Mrs. James Mar- 
shall. Noble; Corresponding Secretary. 
Mrs. William H. T'ugh. Jr., Morion, and 
Treasurer. Miss Margaret P. Saunders, 
Glenside. 

After a most enjoyable luncheon the 
afternoon session opened. The first 
speaker was Miss Margaret T. Maguire. 
Principal .of the McCall Public School, 
Philadelphia, who spoke to us about the 
welfare of children and what can bo 
done for them through the medium of 
the public school, particularly when the 
school arc out of tho hands of the poli- 
ticians. I am sure no mother present, 
and most suffragists are mothers, ever 
listened to a more spiritual and prac- 
tical talk. 

After a pleasing reading of several 
poems by Mrs. Gregory, wo had tho
